The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 2002/0094514 A1 
teach a fibrin-containing biological scaffold comprising a mixture of fibrinogen 
concentrate and a fibrinogen activator. Casali et al disclose a fibrin-containing scaffold 
comprising fibrinogen concentrate from human plasma and a fibrinogen activator. 
Further, the concentrate is cooled, thawed and centrifuged. Meana (Burns, vol. 24, 
1998) et al also disclose fibrin-containing scaffolds. EP 0877632 also disclose the 
process of obtaining a fibrin-containing scaffold. Thus, the invention lacks a special 
technical feature.
